It wna most ii:\tur;il and to bo cypocled 
that Ministers would iimko wxy faoos ovor 
tlio Lmratiiig of thoir fisOu.1 bubblo. Not 
only did it constitute tlioir entiro politi- 
cal stock in trado.bnt thoy ivJoptod ex- 
traordinary moans to muko oapital out of 
it for thoinaolves by ulainiing thosoleand 
exclusive credit for the presence in tho 
Bill of tho very clauses which ultimnteljr 
knooked tho bottom owt of it. Tho organ 
lifted up it.s italics in praise of the Min 
ibtcr and cxsultingly oxclaimod: "Set 
whnt thoy ■ Iiavo donol Tho Oppositiou 
charged thorn with ondaiigoring tbo rail 
way clause; and tho hiivo y of their own 
froo will and pleaauro inaortcrl provisions 
iu tho Bill which luako it safo and provo 
to tbo world the groundlessness of tho 
ttuouBation. Thoy could have passed thp 
Bill as it originally camo down, lor they 
had three to one in tho House." Such 
"was substantially the boast of tbo organ, 
and it indignantly repudiated the claim 
of the Opposition to a particle of credit 
for having the railway clauao made safe. 
But the efforts of the Ministers woro by 
DO means confined to tho columns of their 
organ. Tho saving cIuuseB(or,if tho or- 
gon prefers it, tho saving chuiso and tho 
"suspending" clause) wcro priiit-Hl in 
jufitftposition with tho prorogution si)eoch, 
and clandestinely circulated in tho in- 
terior, thus not only claiming credit for 
theclauses, but seeking, by fraud, to make 
His Excellency appear as endorsing and 
approving. Nor even here did effort 
cease. Mr. Walkem 'wrote private letters 
to "bell-sheep" throughout the country, 
declaring in express terms that, notwith- 
standing tbe claims put forward by the 
Opposition, every clause and every word 
in the Bill was tho Government's. Wo 
do not write at random. Proof is at 
hand;if required. It is not surprising, wo 
say, that, under all thcso circumstances, 
Ministers should practicularly write and 
wriggle under failure; but even in tho ex- 
tremity of their humiliation and distress, 
they should not expect to get ofl under 
the plea now set up by their organ, vi?,, 
that tbo Opposition did it all. All ground 
for anoh a plea was taken away by tlio 
action above detailed, and it only makes 
them more contemptible to have reeoursu 
to it now. Nor will tho organ's hair- 
splitting distinction between the "flaving" 
clauao and tlie "suspending" clause help 
the lamo dog over the stilo. As lius bei"i 
^een, these clauses have, all along and by 
both parties, been treated iu common 
under tho generic name of "saving," and 
tho Ministers laid claim to both alike. 
But '-drowning men catch nt straws, "and 
Ministers may bo excused for clutching 
•t this extremely transparent one. Ac- 
cepting this plea, which reminds one of 
that set up by Adam, bow, we may be 
permitted to ask, came tbe Government 
to allow the Opposition to "kill" thoir 
•Bill by thrusting into it a fatal clanso, if, 
■ as is .asserted, they could count ujion 
more than three to one on a division? 
Will our contemporary bo good enougli 
to explain that? We hold tho Ciovim-u- 
mont to bo no lea." roHponsiblo for what 
they permitted to be put into their Bill thnn 
for what thoy put iu tbemselyea. If,t:ici e- 
f ore, thoy consented to the insertion of 
what the organ now prefers to designate 
the "suspeuding" clause, they cannot 
shirk the responsibility, although the 
Opposition may claim tlio credit. But if, 
on the other hand, it was forced upon 
them, the only constitutional mean.s of 
escaping responsibility was rosignation. 
It will hardly bo necessary to remind our 
contemjiorary that sndi i.H tho constitu- 
tional practice under that form of admin- 
istration commonly called " Hespoiisibic 
Government." f iideed,it fully rocogni.scd 
this well-understood piiaeiplo when, 
dealing with this very subject on tho Gth 
of March, it said: — "To consent to maUo 
alterations in a moasuro is ouo thiug; for 
the Opposition, by a vote of tho House, to 
compel alterations iu a Ministerial mea- 
sure, is an entirely different thing. In 
the one case the Government are at liberty 
to do just as thoy think ))ropnr,l)ut in the 
other it would result in their overthrow 
and retirement from olllcc." Ho much 
for tlio Government and the case thoy have 
made out for tliemsclves. In a futurunr- 
ticlo wo may treat tho (jue.stion from a 
different standpoint. Meanwhile the 
pttblio will thoroughly understood that 
the Government cannot possibly shirk 
the full responsibility of their own Bill 
under any pretext whatever.

Tkeu contrast what tho 
day-men liavo done with what a like num- 
|}er of uontract-mea have done, and com- 
pare tho cost. 

A Certain Mainland representative in 
aa^7jjevil hour submitted to an applica- 
tio^^of Dr. Walkem's Poor-man's M.dhe- 
lice Pl'istor, and ever since, while a sense 
of duty to his constitiionts would koop 
him in the riglit pidh, tho infornal Plas- 
ter, like tho dovil-lish with its thousand 
and ono tcntiicles, is drugging him slow- 
ly but, surely in tho oppoKite course, and 
rendering him oblivious to every consi- 
deration save that of Self.

— If there wan any ono princii)lo 
upon the enunciation of which tlio As- 
sembly, at its late session, was more pro- 
nounood than another, it was that 
all work done under the authority of the 
Provincial Ciovornment should bo given 
out to tender. We have hoard of several 
instances lately wherein this principle 
has been disregarded — wherein the Lands 
and Works Department, which was all 
humbleness and pliability so long as tho 
session lasted, has taken upon itself to 
give out important works without calling 
for tenders. Wo shall only refer to one 
to-day, viz: tho extensive and oostly al- 
terations that are being made at (iovorn- 
mout Buildings in tho erection of vaults, 
otc. Conipotont and responsible work- 
men say that although prepared to'fur- 
nish beat soourity for the proper perform- 
ance of the work, they were not aaked to 
tender. Tho work was given out ot Hie 
workmen's own figures, for the purpose 
of securing their assistance and votes at 
the lections that are not far off. This 
is tho rankest kind of jioliticd corrup- 
tion and knavery; besides boing in di 
rect violation of tho edict of the Assem- 
bly, whose wishes, under Responsible

tho Capitol. In doing their utmost to 
assist in elevating tho Indian inlif-bitant 
— in encouraging in him habits of indus- 
try, peraevoranco and progress; — in keep- 
ing from hiiii that .strong drink wliich is 
at onco his ciu>e and master, and m aasar-

our trade - -a ilepii/ssioii wliiidi is iiiDro 
anomalous on liccoun'i, i d 1 ho (mso of tho 
money iiuukel —the .subject possesses 
an importai'ce which is little iinder- 
stood by a in;ijorit,y of the people. 

Wo lU'O nslieil to r(dciiso fnuu its 
.shackles a coiiiiiicu'c;! which even now, 
Willi all its re.-.tn<'tioi s, ainoiinhi to ho- 
t\\e(.ii ei;;hty aud i;iiiet.y inillions of 1 
d(jl!arri aniiimlly. Wo aro invited to \ 
draw freely from our nearest neioli- 
bmirs pioducta moat of whicii, beiiio- 
raw material, are as nssonti:il to our 
connnercial, iinancial and iiidii.slrial 
])rosperity as llio reading of a ripe har- 
vest. It is propeisod by four luiliions 
of people, wlioHO foreij,'n cominorce 
amounted last year to more than two 
hundred and forty millions of dollars, 
;i Slim inucli laro;oi than tho wliolo 
foreign coiiiinerco of liu.ssia^ — that wo 
shall jvutake freely of the advnntag-o 
of their foreign and h()ine triule. Tho 
Ainoricuii inauufiictiirer anu producer 
is asked by the hardy Canadians, tho 
sturdy Nova Seotiaus, Now Bruns- 
wioker.s and NewfounillaiKlers,loHend 
his products to them in free oxoliaugo 
for t ho treiisiirrs (>f lludr seas, their 
forests, and their mines. In short, we 
are invited to a great eonipiost which 
shall enrich both uutious — that peace- 
ful conquest which commercinl free- 
dom nlono can give. Truly wo need 
some stiniulanl to our staf-ynant indus- 
try, and we linil wiLli hourtfoU ploiiburo 
tlio dawn of Homo hopeful future for 
our foreign trade. 

One thing may be nssumed as cer- 
tain, oven by thoso •who may for vari- 
ous reasons look witli disfavtniron this 
[u-oposcd treaty — that, whatovM' ad- 
vantages may aooruo to Canitda, our 
own will, in piopoition.bo tho greater. 
It is in the nature of commercial 
treaties that tbo nation which ban th« 
most to dxobanijfo ban in aliko monniu'd 



the ttdvnntago. But \ve look upon this 
treaty in a still brighter light. It will 
coineut tho good will of neighbours 
betwoeu whom and us tho only lino 
of division is a political line. We 
shall thereby annex Cannda in tliat 
worthy manner ia which all nations 
should bo annexed each to tho other — 
by mutual commercial interests and 
coininon prosperity; and this will bo n 
oouquost richer than all tlio territorial 
gaius of Russia and of Germany.

At such a time it is made known 

thai a reeiprocily treaty with the Dom- 
inion of Ctui.'ida, now ('ontaining 
1,(100,00(1 of j)i:()ple, in under ibaciiss- 
ioii. AVe could liardly have chosen a 
monient more oiiporliino. Anything 
that will give animi)ul.so to trade would 
be as great a blessing as ahowers after 
a drought. (!omnieicial reciprocity 
with tfio Doiiiiiiion means an increase 
of our land and water carrying trailo. 
It further extends to us the boon of 
cheap raw materia). Is it po.ssible to 
deny that if wo give ship-duildors 
cheaper timber, we not only benetlt 
the community in general but tlio ar- 
tisans and labonrera who work in 
building in particular? 

lieciprociiy with Canada means 
cheaper co;;!, choa[)(r vcgatnbles, and 
other iiecossai'ieH id' life to operatives in 
onr I'^.asterii States, And while we 
withhold thi.s great benefit by tarift' 
from uiillioiis of people in these very 
Stales, onr own farmer^ arc not in tho 
least benetilted, because tho Eastern 
States, having; ceased inagrcat measure 
to be [u odiicci H of farm products nre 
emiiloyiiig' Iheir labour iiioro profitably 
in inanufaet tires. Tho western farm 
products aio even now ]ji'0Ldiidpil by 
distances from competing with Cana- 
da. 

Tho Chinese wall set up in 1800 Ly the 
abrogation of the treaty is an evil. '\Vhat- 
OTcr harm it inflicts on Canada comes 
homo to onr.selves. Indeed, it is ques- 
tionable whether wo alone aro not the 
only HulTorers by it. We havo driven the 
Camidi.uia and Nova Scotiaiis to seek the' 
markets of Brazil, Chili, Peru, and the 
West India Islands for the sale of their 
products, tlie trade of which for timber, 
llour, provisions — we then hadulono. We 
havo not only driven tham there, but we 
liiid them there our strong competitors. 
The law of exchanges is as certain as the 
law of gravitation. If, for instance, we 
import more timber from the Dominion 
wo cvport more agricultural imploraants, 
more fabrics, more luxuries which we 
produce; if wo make them seek other mar- 
kets for their timber and products, they 
give us naturally the go-by and buy the 
articles tlioy need olsewliero. 

The total foreign trade of Canada is ex- 
ceeding §240,000,000 in gold annually, 
which is a per capita trade of 860 per 
head. 

Uur own foreign trade ls,or was in 1873, 
1,.'>00 million dollars. This divided by 

■10 millions of people is only §.'52 50 p6r 
capita. Thus it seems that those Cana- 
diaii.s, wht)ni some wi.ih to treat as if thoy 
wsro 11 more fugeiiu of creation, boat ns 
liy nearly bXl jier cent, jier capita in the 
foreign trade. Whon I^ugland was of 
late charged with a too paoiUo foreign po- 
licy. Bright and Qladstono with trutliand 
pi idc ])ointed out the fa(!t that English 
conquests — at least such material con- 
(pie.sts as redound to tho gro it interest 
of a homo jiopiilation — from 1817 to 1873 
outweighed a hundred times all the ter- 
ritorial eonqnosts from William HI. to 
Queen Victoria. The Cobden Treaty an 
nexed French trade ' to English, and in 
twelve years it incro;isod from some SS'h- 
Oon.Ouifto sl!)i),(iOii,(iU() a year; aud this 
peiicefiil conquest of franco is iiUinitely 
richer than the annexation <d Alsaco and 
Lorraine to Ciermany. Tho Dominion 
trade is our geographical inheritance, and 
only enemies to their oountry,and mono- 
polists are likely to oppose it.

Over two months ago the F.rj'rcs^ call- 
ed attention to tho fact that negotiations 
wei c uliuut to be opened between tireat 
Brilainand the United States, with a 
view to a treaty of commercial reciprocity 
between this eountrj' and the D(miiniou 
of Canada, These negotiations wliieh are 
being eoiulneted hy Sir IMward 'J'lioru- 
toii, lirit ish .Mi 11 ister at Washington, and 
the lion. Clecjrue I!rinvn,of 'I'oroiito, on 
tho ]art of (ireal liritai n , ami .Secri'tary 
Fish on tho part of tho I'nitoil States, 
have now progressed so far that a rough 
ontlino of a treaty has been formed. The 
following are uiulerstuod to bo its prin- 
cipal points: 

1. The w ;ii v<n' of a money conqsensa- 
tioii from the United Slates for the shore 
fishe-ries of the St. Lawreiico.as provided 
by the Treaty of Washington. 

'1. I'ho enlargement of tlie (lanailian 
canals between Luke I'b'io and Montreal 
at till! expense of the 1), nni nimi , so as to 
permit the pas.s.ige (jf vosseds '201) feet long 
and ■!.') feet ijroad, and to aclopth eiiiial to 
tho capacity t)f the lake harbours. 

;i. That tho navigation upon the Cana- 
dian and Uiiiled Sliit<!B canals, forming 
links in the Iransjiortation ronto between 
the East and the West, shall bo open to 
boats and vessels of both countries upon 
tho same terms. 

4. 'riiat navigation upon Lake Michi- 
gan and the St, Uawrenco Kiver shall bo 
put upon tho same terms. 

5. That tho navigation.of the St. Clair 
Flat shall be maintained at tho expense of 
both countries, in pr<))>ortion to ilieircom- 
niorco Ihoreoii. 

0. That the products of tho farm, for- 
ont, mines, water, and also animal meats 
ami prbducts of tho dairy, shall bo ad- 
mitted into both countries duty free, the 
same a.s under the treaty of bS,")l. 

Such, in short, are likely to bo tho main 
features of the now treaty, if it shall he 
established. Thoy fully justify tho ap- 
prehensions which wo havo heratofore 
cxpros.scd,that the Canadians 'wero not 
seeking for equitablo comnieroial rela- 
tions with us. Thoy provide for but a 
partial syRtom of f roe trade, and its opera- 
tions will bo neither reciprocal nor equi- 
tablo for the reason that it embraces on 
tho one hi)nd nearly everything Jjthat Ca- 
nada ))roduces,wliilo on the otiior it cx- 
cludcfl nearly all of the productions of 
this country, for which it desiros to on- 
largo its markets, and for the further rea- 
son thet for the articles nnmod in the 
treaty tho markots of the United States 
are far better than those of tl)«, DomiD* 
ion, ,:
